1.  Each  Student  over  seventceii  years  of  age,  who  shall  si^:;n  a 
/j/d-r  declaring  his  intention  to  teach  in  the  Common  Schools  of  the 
State,  shall  receive  the  sum  of  fifty  cfnts  per  u^cck  toward 
defraying  the  expenses  of  tuition  and  boarding. 

2.  Each  Student  over  seventeen  years  of  age,  who  was  disabled 
in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  or  of 
Pennsylvania,  or  whose  father  lost  his  life  in  said  service,  and  who 
shall  sign  an  agreement  as  above,  shall  receive  the  sum  of  one 
DOLLAR  per  week. 

3.  Each  Student  who,  upon  graduating^  shall  sign  an  agreement 
to  teach  in  the  Common  Schools  of  the  State  t7uo  full  school  years, 
shall  receive  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

4.  Any  Student,  to  secure  these  benefits,  must  attend  the 
School  at  least  twelve  consecutive  weeks.  These  benefits  are  to  be 
deducted  from  regular  expenses  of  board  and  tuition.
